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Herbster Comments On 
King’s Assassination 


The assassination of Dr. Martin Lu- 
ther King, Jr. is “another American 
tragedy,” said Ben Herbster, president 
of the United Church of Christ. 

He continued, “The apostle of non- 
violence has been slain by the violence 
which pervades our national life. The 
death of such a noble Christian and 
world citizen challenges every Ameri- 
can to join in his peaceful Poor People’s 
Crusade, to persuade Congress to enact 
the civil rights legislation and programs 
to alleviate poverty and bring jobs and 
opportunity to the poor and deprived. 

“The best way to turn such a tragedy 
into hope is to carry forward the cause 
for which he gave his life. We can hon- 
or such a prophet and patriot by for- 
warding his struggle for racial justice 
and world peace. The Unived Church of 
Christ supported him in these causes in 
his lifetime and dedicates itself to them 
in the future,” 


Tribute To Dr. King 


The Plymouth United Church of 
Christ in Charleston, S. C., made the 
following statement concerning Dr. 
Martin Luther King, Jr.: 

“We are all shocked and saddened by 
the tragic death of Dr. Martin Luther 
King, Jr. We are shocked beyond repair 
that a young champion of nonviolence, 
justice, freedom and equality has been 
taken from us by an act of violence. 

“The time is now for men and women 
‘of good will the world over to lift up 
their arms to help advance the ideas of 
freedom, justice and equality for all

Two groups discussed each of the fol~ 
lowing phases of the Emphasis; Clari- 
fying Our Identity, Self-Study, Action, 
Defining the World’s Situation, Evalu- 
ation, and Celebration. 

Group participants stated that they 
engaged in serious dialogue and stu- 
died in depth the various subjects. 

The groups met again in the after- 
noon to continue their studies. 

Several persons commented on the 
importance of the Emphasis for the 
United Church, indicating that their 
churches must become committed to 
the Emphasis if they are to become the 
significant servants of God which their 
communities need. And they stated that 
the more they have become aware of 
the Emphasis, the more they have be- 
come committed to it.

Executive Council Member 
Addresses Annual Meeting 


Mrs. M. F. Jaroszewski, a member of 
the denomination’s Executive Council, 
addressed the Second Annual Meeting 
of the Southeast Conference Saturday 
afternoon. The Executive Council, 
which conducts the business of the 
United Church between meetings of 
the General Synod, is composed of 21 
members — ministers, laymen, and lay- 
women, 


Mrs. Jaroszewski said she wanted to 
convey her enthusiasm for the United 
Church and its work along with infor- 
mation about the Council. Comments 
from delegates indicated that she ac- 
complished both objectives. 


Speaking about the Crisis in the Na- 
tion, Mas. Jaroszewski stated, “No 
longer can there be business as usual. 
it is time for all of us to become en- 
gaged both personally and collectively 
in meeting this crisis in its immediate 
cimensions and in developing a strate- 
gy for overcoming its long-range impli- 
cations as well.” 


firs, Jaroszewski reported that the 
“General Synod has established a Com- 
mission on Open Membership and Equal 
Opportunity to investigate any job dis- 
crimination in the denomination and to 
work to remove the last vestiges of se- 
gregation from its sanctuaries.” 


The Executive Council has designat- 
ed the Crisis in the Nation as the Em- 
phasis for 1970-71, decided to challenge 
local churches to provide from 1% to 
5% of their current local expense bud- 
get for the support of the Crisis in the 
Nation program and has given the pro- 
gram priority over all other efforts 
from now through 1971. “If we intend 
to face up to our obligation in this cur- 
rent crisis, we have to recognize that 
it has priority. That makes it nearly 
impossible for us to consider other and 
competing claims on our church’s mo- 
ney,” she said. 


Ecumenical relations continue to be 
significant in the denomination’s way 
of life, she indicated. “The Board for 
Homeland Ministries has a policy that 
it will not authorize the funding of any 
new work until all avenues of ecumen- 
ical cooperation have been explored,” 
Mrs. Jaroszewski stated. 


She commended the Southeast Con- 
ference for the increase it made in 1967 
in Basic Support giving.

UC Continues Fight 
Against Discrimination In 
Radio And Television 


The Office of Communication of the 
United Church of Christ, with a Ford 
Foundation grant of $160,000, is contin- 
uing its fight to end discrimination a- 
gainst Negroes in television and radio 
programming, according to the Rever- 
end Everett Parker, director of the of- 
fice. 


Office of Communication staff and 
contracted consultants are assisting lo- 
cal groups in dealing with radio and 
television agencies in their own cities. 
Committees are trained to analyze pro- 
grams for discrimination. When pat- 
terns of discrimination are discovered, 
the committees will document charges 
and discuss them with the specific sta- 
tion involved. 


When efforts to achieve balanced 
programming fail, formal monitoring 
will take place and petitions will be 
filed with the Federal Communications 
Commission (F, C. C.). 


The Office of Communication began 
these efforts in 1964. 

“Censorship is not our objective,” 
said Dr. Parker, “but balance is.” Pro- 
gram schedules which present only one 
viewpoint violate the Fairness Doctrine 
of the F. C. C., Negroes are entitled to 
access to the air waves and the broad- 
casting industry must recognize its re- 
sponsibility to the entire listening au- 
dience, not just part of it, Parker said.

ment and rehabilitation agencies. 

10. We call upon our churches to 
work with their local police organiza- 
tions in the spirit of cooperation to the 
end that equal treatment be given to 
all persons regardless of race, creed, 
color, sex, or financial status. 

11. While we are aware of the sig- 
nificant progress in racial understand- 
jing within the past few years, we are 
aware that much misunderstanding 
still exists and we call upon all Chris- 
tians, by example, and by using their 
influence, to aid in further understand- 
ing among all people. 

12, We urge our churches and our 
nation to pray for and work toward a 
rapid, humane, honorable, and moral 
solution to the war in. Vietnam and po- 
tential wars in other troubled areas of 
the world, 

13. This Conference requests the Con- 
ference Board of Directors to appoint 
a special committee whose mission shall 
be the study and devising of methods 
of realigning the associations of the 
Southeast Conference on a_ practical 
geographical and united basis, and the 
submission of a possitive plan for re- 
organization to the 1969 Conference. 

14. We urge all Christian churches 
and individuals to seek solutions to lo- 
eal and world problems in a spirit of 
courage, love, and understanding, and 
to refrain from pitting one party, race, 
status group, or geographical division 
against another. 

15. We ask that the Southeast Con- 
ference churches seek imaginative so- 
lutions to local poverty and housing 
problems as exemplified by the project 
instituted by First Church of Atlanta.

The Reverend Doctor William J. 
Faulkner, former pastor of Atlanta’s 
First Congregational Church, recently 
visited Atlanta, where his wife under- 
went major surgery. At press time, 
Mrs. Faulkner was progressing nicely 
at Hughes-Spalding Pavilion. 


The Reverend Faulkner was pastor 
of First Congregational from 1926 to 
1933. He is now pastor emeritus of Park 
Manor Church, Chicago, ‘and resides in 
Wildwood, New Jersey. 


Since his retirement, the Reverend 
Faulkner has taken on two major pro- 
jects. He is engaged in writing religious 
material for eventual publication. And 
he is producing a lengthy series of 
tape-recordings of Afro-American folk 
lore for the Dade County (Florida) 
public school system. 


He stated that the Negro slave used 
fables and animal stories to stimulate 
his morale and to strengthen his self- 
image as a person. The slave used the 
rabbit as his hero and as his proxy, 
The slave could make the rabbit say 
things to children that he was not able 
(to say. Dr. Faulkner said “the slave 
had sound reason to take the rabbit 
as his hero since it was the most help- 
less creature in the woods.” All the 
predators sought to destroy the rabbit 
but he managed to survive and to win 
out over the larger creatures. The 
slave projected himself into the per- 
sonality of the rabbit, identifying with 
him as the innocent victim. The slave’s 
master was identified with the cruel 
predators. 


The slave showed himself, through 
these stories, to be equal to his master, 
if indeed not his superior. 


Dr. Faulkner has written and re- 
corded a number of the old stories used 
by the slave. His project for the Dade 
County schools will continue for some 
time and may involve video-tapes. His 
materials are unpublished, original sto- 
ries that he learned as a boy in a small 
village in South Carolina.
